TARIFF ON SILK OUILT-COVERINGS 
FROM TO-DAY. |

On a Labour amendment, to the National 
Insurance Bill, 1929, providing that 
compensation be given to ofhcials of 
insurance committees who may lose 
their employment under the Act, the 
Government was defeated in Dail 


Eireann yesterday by 62 votes to 58, 


The Civil Service (Transferred Officers) 
Compensation Bill, -1929, passed 
through Committee, after the Minister 
‘for Finance had made a statement 
explaining that the measure ' would 
protect transferred officials from. un- 


tair treatment. 


The House agréed to a motion by the 
Minister for Finance imposing a 
Customs duty of 20 per cent. ad 
valorem on quilts the covers of which 
are Wholly o¢ in part silk or artificial 


silk and containing down or feathers, 


and also on all unfilled quilt covers 
consisting wholly or partly of silk or 


artificial silk. 


The tariff becomes operative for five 
years from to-day, but the Tariff 
Commission’s report recommending 


its imposition will not be discussed 
in the Dail until next Thursday. 
Fianna Fail attacked the Government in 
connection with the Military Service 


Pensions Bill, alleging that large 


numbers of pensioners were not 
entitled to pensions. Objection was 
taken to the Government s. proposal 
that the Auditor-General should have 
no power to review the awards of the 
Board of Assessors.

TWENTY PER CENT. ON SILE- 
COVERED QUILTS 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, moved 
that a Customs duty of twenty per cent. 
ad valorem be charged on all quilts of which 
the covers cráin, wholly or partly of silk 
or of artificial silk, and which contained down 
or feathers imported into the Saorstat, and 
on quilt covers consisting of silk or artificial 
silk imported into the Saorstat for five years 
from November 8th, 1929. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that the resolution was 
proposed in consequence of the submission of 
a report by the Tariff Commission, which had 
the application under consideration for some 
time. Along with this recommendation had 
come a report from the Commission against 
a tariff on fish barrels. Both reports should 
be in the hands of deputies soon. Down 
quilts were manufactured by only one firm~in 
the Saorstat. The down quilt of Messrs. Booth 
and Fox. Cork, had been patented by this 
firm in 1841, and as a result of that patent 
they had virtually a monopoly in their manu- 
facture for a considerable time. As a result 
they had built up a good foreign market. 
Owing, however, to their patent lapsing, com- 
petitors came in and their foreign markets 
were lost. 

The present difficulty arose as a consequence 
of the passing of the British Finance Act, 
1925, which imposed a Customs duty on silk 
and artificial silk. Consequently the British 
market was cut off, andthe firm had been 
compelled to manufacture for the- English 
market in their factory in England, The im- 
dustry wag in danger fo dying out. It could 
really only continue if given a monopoly of 
the Trish market. 

NO INCREASE TO CONSUMER. . 

The number of people employed in the in- 
dustry was between forty and fifty, and the 
Tarifí Commission was oÍ opinion that if the 
tariff were imposed the maximum: additional 
number that would be enplored would be 
about sixty, It was believed that the annual 
value of the goods about to be taxed would 
possibly be between £15,000 and £20,000. 

No increase would fall on the consumer as 
the result of the tax, as the Commission felt 
that these goods-could be efficiently manu- 
factured. and sold at current prices. ‘I'he 
tariff would give this firm a monopoly of the 
home market, and would enable them to 
overcome the difficulties ‘under which they 
had been labouring. 

Mr, LEMASS (F.F., Dublin 8.) said that 
it was an extraordina rocedure that the 
Tariff Commission should have recommended 
a protective duty on only silk-eovered down 
quilts aud not on cotton-covered ones, which 
were made by the firm in question. He hoped 
that the House would have an opportunity 
of discussing the matter when the report of 
the Commission cama up. 

Mr. B00D (Ind., Dublin County) said that 
he would like to have some information on the 
genéral subject of tariffs. He understood 
that a deeision had been reached at Geneva 
that they were not to have any further tariffs 
for a period of two years, Were the Saorstat 
delegates party to that decision ? 

Mr. ANTHONY (Labogr, Cork Borough) 
welcomed the resolution moved by the Minis- 
ter. The firm ef Boeth and Fox had built 
up a large industry, and by-good administra- 
tion and trade organisation had been able to 
build up a remarkably good export trade. 
Owing to a change in the fiscal policy of 
other countries it had been found necessary to 
introduce this motion, and be was glad that 
the Tariff Commission, in this case, at least. 
had shown a good deal of common-sense in 
recommending this tariff. As a matter of fact, 
he knew that there was a well-founded belief 
in Cork that if this tariff were not imposed 
the firm would have to close its doors, and a 
large number of persons would be digem 


ployed. | 
ATTITUDE AT GENEVA. 


Mr. CASSIDY (Labour, Donegal) hoped 
that they would -have time to consider the 
proposal as to the tariff on fish barrels. 

Mr. BLYTHE, answering Mr. Good's 
question, said that the attitude taken up by 
the representative of the Free State at 
Geneva was that this country was not over 
tariffed; that it was a country industrially 
undeveloped, and that it must stand out 
against any proposal with regard to a tariff 
holiday, or any tariff that would hinder its 
development, The question as-to why quilts, 
other than silk-covered ones, were not to be 
protected could be more satisfactorily dis- 
cussed later on. The output of silk-covered 
quilts in the home markets had been reduced 
owing to competition from abroad. 

Mr. Blythe’s motion was agreed to, and 
it was decided to take the Tariff Commis-

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‘HOUSING AND BUILDING EXHIBITION IN DUBLIN 


OPENING AT MANSION HOUSE, TO-DAY 


The first Housing and Building Exhibition 
to be held in Dublin will be opened this after- 
noon in the Mansion House, Dawson street, 
by Dr. W. C. Dwyer, Commissioner of the 
County Borough of Dublin, under whose 
direction the great housing schemes of the 
Dublin Corporation have been carried out 
during the last few years in which the civic 
administration has been in the hands of the 
Commissioners, who succeeded the deposed 
ration. 

The exhibition has been spanner by Mr. 
T. Percy Bentley, who, in 1924, organised the 
first Housing and Building Exhibition in 
Edinburgh with such success that it has be- 
come an annual event in the Scottish capital, 
while other cities have adopted the pro- 
moter’s scheme also in satisfactory results. 
The outstanding feature of the exhibition is 
that it is rigorously restricted to exhibits of 
the building and allied trades, and amuse- 
ments or sideshows are entirely excluded, 
since they have been proved to be sources of 
embarrassment—-and often obstruction—to the 
conduct of serious business in other ex- 
hibitions. 
Business first and all the time may be said 
lo be the motto of the promoter of this ex- 
hibition, which presents to manuiacturers 
catering for the requirements of the building 
trade a unique opportunity of displaying their 
products to the very best advantage, and 
meeting the trade buyers in a perfect business 
atmosphere, where the latest inventions can 
be inspected and discussed unliampered by 
extraneous elements.

RECONSTRUCTION OF 
CLARINA CASTLE.

At Limerick County Board of Health the 
engineer submitted his report on the final 
survey of Clarina Castle, which the Board 
proposed to convert into a County Tuber- 
culosis Hospital. Certain stiuctural altera- 
tions were required, and they would cost 
£400. The cost of providing various services, 
such as central heating, laundry, lighting, 
would be about £4,800. These services had 
been provided in any building purchased by 
the Board. The amount required over the 
amount of the grant would be about £5,700, 
half of which, he understood, would be re- 
couped by the Government. The total for all 
services would be £5,230, which included the 
£400 for the alterations. The house, he added, 
cost them £3,650 and the Jand £242 16s. 3d. 
The grant was £3,421 16s. 7d., leaving £2,850 
12s. 9d. to go on the rates. It really meant, 
said Mr. Sheahan, that they would have to 
get £5,700, because the Government would not 
recoup the half till the Board had the money 
from the County Council. The expenditure, 
he said, would mean the tenth of a penny in 
the £ over a period of twenty-five years. They 
would get a loan spread over twenty-five 
years.

MARKING OF IMPORTED 
SLATES. 


An application for the compulsory marking 
of imported slates for roofing was made to 
the Standing Commitiee appointed by the 
Koard of Trade, by the North Wales Slate 
Quarry Owners’ Association. The application 
was opposed by certain firms of importers. 
Sir H. Llewellyn Smith, Chairman. of the 
Committee, presided. 
Mr. N. L. McCaskie, counsel for the appli- 
cants, said that the association represented 
17 quarry owners and about 8,000 employés. 
Their quarries were responsible for about 90 
per cent of the output in the country. As 
slates ordinarily used for damp courses were 
not used frequently for roofing. he asked 
that this type of imported slate should be in- 
cluded in the application. He quoted figures 


| showing that since 1924 the imports of 


foreign roofing slates had risen from 11,000 
tons to 45,000 tons. While the output from 
home quarries in 1902 was 557,099 tons, in 
1928 it was only 300,000 tons. The reason 
for this decline was the preference for tiles. 
Ir size and colour. English and foreign slates 
were practically indistinguishable, and. the 
n.ain reason for the application was that in a 
number of instances’ purchasers of slates had 
been misled, foreign. having been supplied 
when English had been specified. 

Mr. J. G. Ashmore, general manager of the 
Oakeley Quarry, Festiniog. said that in nine 
cases out of ten he could detect foreign slate. 
but American slate had beaten him. 
Evidence in support was given on behalf of 
the National Federation of Slate Merchants, 
Master Tilers and Tilers. and the London As. 
sociation of Slate Merchants, Master Tilers 


and Tilers.

A new branch for the Bank of Ireland in 
Royal avenue is now nearing completion. 
The building occupies an imposing site facing 
Castle Junction, and adds greatly to the 
architectural appearance of Royal avenue. 
Another building in one of the city’s 
leading business thoroughfares with which 
considerable progress is being made is that 
at the corner of High street and Cornmarket. 
which was destroyed by fire. Here is to be 
erecied a large building, which will be the 
nearest approach to a skyscraper which Bel. 
fast. will possess. 

The Belfast Corporation is continuing the 
building of houses on the Seaview site, Shore 
road, and it is proposed that almost 300 
houses will be erected under this housing 
scheme. Some of these houses have already 
been completed. 

The Education Committee of the Corpora- 
tion have erected six new public elementary 
schools in different parts of the city, and 
they have at present in course of erection four 
new schools. These. together with the num- 
ber of pupils they will accommodate, are :— 
Limestone road (1,033 pupils), Riga street 
(1,050 pupils), North road (1,050 pupils). 
Blythe street (1,050 pupils). In addition, the 
committeé proposes shortly to proceed with 
two other new schools, one in Conlig street. 
to accommodate 650 pupils, and one on the 
Beersbridge road, for 1,000 pupils. 
Extensions of existing schools are being 
carried out at present at Malone and Harding 
Memorial, providing additional schoo] places 
for 550 and 150 pupils, respectively. Ad- 
ditions have also been made to the following 
schools providing modernised accommodation 
for 8.027 pupils :—-Strand. Rosetta, Wolfhill, 
tiddel Memorial, Skegoniel, Ashmore street, 
Brown street. Mabel street, Linfield road. 
Rtanhone street, Magdalene. Hillman and 
Donegall road Schools. 

Another important work which has been 
engaging the attention of the Corporation is 
the completion of the Lagan Boulevard 
scheme.

The Future of India. 

The Prime Minister, when he concluded 
the India debate in the House of Com- 
mons last night, showed all the short- 
comings of an ingehuous mind. He said 
truly that Lord Irwin’s declaration did not 
raise a new policy or suggest any altera- 
tion in the position previously taken up 
by the House of Commons. Then he 
alleged that the declaration was necessary 
in order that “a better atmosphere 
should be established pending a pub- 
lication of the. Commission’s report.” 


Viewed abstractly, this theory is un-/ 


exceptionable: the phrases of the Secre- ' 
tary of State for India and of Mr. 
George Lansbury breathed a good-will 
that must have rejoiced the angels. 
Nevertheless, the human element’ was 
ignored in its entirety, and Sir John 
Simon’s words are weighty in this con- 
nection. *‘ The Commission,” he said, 
‘‘ is absolutely determined to do nothing 
which would be construed or misconstrued 
as an interim report ’’ ; and again: “ The 
Commission is in no sense the instrument 
either of the Government of India or of 
the British Government, but it enters on 
a duty laid upon it by the King-Emperor 
as a completely independent and un- 
fettered body.” Unfortunately, the recent 
announcements will carry a very different 
connotation in India. Although on paper 
Lord Irwin’s declaration is wholly logical, 
in fact it has aroused hopes that 
inevitably are doomed to grave dis- 
appointment. The words ‘*‘ Dominion 
status ” have been used. It is necessary 
that we examine them in terms of modern 
India. 

From the welter of political capital that 
has been made out of the India “ crisis’’’ 
one basic question emerges, Is India 
ready for Dominion status? Without 
hesitation we answer “ No.” It may be 


‘that a time will come when India will be 


able to enter the British Commonwealth 
of Nations on e domestic equality with 
Canada, Australia or the Irish Free State. 
We shall welcome that day, but we shall 
regard any precocity in this direction as 
an act of madness on the part of the 
Imperial Parliament, India is not as 
other countries are; indeed, it is not a 
country at all—it is a continent. An 
infinite variety of creeds and races dwells 
between the Himalayas and Cape 
Comorin, and never in its history has 
India owned one central authority until 
the British Haj inaugurated a new era. 
If a full Dominion status were accorded 
to India to-day, what would be the result? 
A Cabinet, largely Babu and bursting 
with an unreal, but fierce, nationalism, 
would impose its will constitutionally 
upon a Governor-General. The Moham- 
medans would acquire by force what was 
denied to a minority at the polling booths. 
History would repeat itself, and again 
chieftains would carve out States for 
themselves, as was the case after the 
death of Aurangzib. The peasant, the 
backbone of the country, would groan 
under a tyrannous or inept régime 
according to his district, while a Govern- 
ment at Delhi or elsewhere sent a Minister 
for Foreign Affairs to Geneva, 

If the Simon Commission proposes 
the advancement of India to full 
Dominion ' status in the near future, 
its decision will go down to posterity 
as the supreme imbecility of modern 
times, Fortunately, there is no reason 
to suppose that any such mistake 
will be made. Sir John Simon and the 
personnel ‘of the Commission are . men 
whose careers demand that we await their 
report with confidence. Indeed, Sir John’s 
words in the debate last night confirm us 
in this opinion, The future of India, 
though it is the most important, is not 
the sole aspect of the problem, Imperial 
needs cannot tolerate a wayward and 
internally troubled India between the 
mother country and Australia and New 
Zealand. Peace, very properly, is the 
slogan of the day, but this fact will not 
excuse the Imperial Parliament if it 
ignores the possibility of trouble in the 
Far East. In this matter we distrust the 
Labour Government. Its attitude to the 
Singapore base is well known, and we are 
disposed, therefore, to wonder if imperial 
defence has occurred to Mr, Macdonald 
and his colleagues as being cognate to the 
India question. India itself, however, is 
Britain’s chief responsibility, and by her 
treatment of India’s difficulties history 
will judge her, We blame a parent. 
who allows his child too soon to cope 
unaided with the ‘“‘ trivial round, the 
common task.” The case of Greet Britain 
and India is not dissimilar.

A New Tariff. 

By a resolution of Dáil Hireann yester- 
day yet another tariff was added to the 
long catalogue of Free State import 
duties. As from to-day, an ad valorem 
duty of twenty per cent., or four shillings 
in the pound, will be levied on all im- 


ported quilts containing down or feathers, 
the covers of which consist, in whole or in 


part, of silk or artificial silk, Quilt covers 
of the same material also will be subject, 
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foreign market. A substantial export 


trade had been established, bu’ when the, 


firm’s patent lapsed foreign competitors 
came into the market, with serious results. 
In 1925 the British Government imposed 
a duty on silk and artificial silk, in con- 
sequence of which the Cork firm lost the 
British market, and was compelled to 
manufacture its goods, for sale across the 
Channel, in an English factory. Unless 
the firm obtains a monopoly of the home 
market, now; as Mr. Blythe declares, the 
industry wiil be in danger of extinction. 
At present Messrs. Booth and Fox employ 
between forty and fifty work-people in the 
Cork factory, and the new tariff will enable 
them to increase their staff by about sixty 
additional hands. The annual value of 
the imports on which the tax will fall is 
between £15,000 and £20,000; but Mr. 
Blythe takes the view that the incidence 
of the tariff will necessitate no increase 
in the price of quilts to the general public. 
This new tariff is asmall matter. Itserves, 
however, to indicate the extreme danger of 
the weapon which the Free State Govern- 
ment has been using so promiscuously. In 
the first place, it is calculated expressly to 
create an industria] monopoly, which, even 
in the case of such comparatively unim- 
portant articles as down quilts, is economic- 
ally unwise. Furthermore, the tariff is 
retaliatory, It seems that the Cork firm 
would have been able to “carry on” 
successfully but for the fact that the 
British Finance Act of 1925 “safe- 
guarded” the silk and artificial silk 
industry in Great Britain. The British 
Government prevented Free State quilts 
from being sold in England; now the Free 
State Government proposes to exclude 
English quilts from the Saorstát, What 
would happen if this principle should be 
extended to all kinds of goods? If the 
British Government, for example, should 
decide to place a special tariff or stout and 
beer, on whiskey, or on farm produce in 
reply to the Free State’s many import 
duties, most of which are directed mainly 
against British goods, how long would the 
Saorstát survive? The Free State never 
can hope to prosper until something in 
the nature of a Customs Union with 
Britain and Northern Ireland has been 
established. Tariffs between States that 
are connected so closely by economic ties 
are absurd. 


Liverpool, 


Recently we described a booklet, entitled 
“ Manchester at Work,” in which the civic 
pride of Manchester was expressed in 
terms of factories and argosies and a 
swiftly mounting population. Now comes 
a similar work, entitled “ Industrial 
Liverpool and Birkenhead,’ to boast of 
the industrial and commercial might of 
the great ports upon the Mersey. A group 
of business men has sent forth the volume, 
and to its composition have gone the 
labours of economists, historians and 
artists. Prodigies of human achievement 
are described, Annually Liverpool deals 
with an overseas trade in British goods 
that amounts in value to over £443,000,000, 
while the trade in British goods of Hull, 
Manchester, Glasgow, Southampton, Bristol 
and Newcastle totals less than £412,000,000. 
Already three thousand factories are at 
work beside the Mersey, manufacturing 
over five hundred different kinds of goods, 
and new factories continually are being 
established, such as a new artificial silk 
factory, which gives employment to four 
thousand people. The world’s largest ships 
sail into Liverpool every week; fleets of 
cargo vessels carry its trade to the ends 
of the earth. A thick network of railways 
that radiates from Liverpool to sustain 
inland communications is now supported 
by growing services of heavy road traffic 
and by busy aerial] lines. Vast furnaces 
for ever are in blast ta maintain supplies 
of electrical power—which now costs less 
than in the cheap days before the Great 
War. Gantries ring as great ships are 
built, and bankers drive so busy a trade 


that half a million pounds are spent on a | 


single bank building. Of late the notion 
has gone abroad that British industry is 
inclined to move southward. The champions 
of Liverpool scout the idea. They quote a 
decline in the overseas trade of the South 
of England that amounted last year to 
£9,000, 000, and boast that in the same 
period the overseas trade of Northern 
Britain increased by £19,000,000. 


Ques 
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Morbid Amusement. 


Ricardo Sacco, known as the “‘ fasting 
man,’’ has died at Blackpool after an iil 
ness which followed a fast of sixty-five 
days at a local place of amusement. 

Sacco ” was. the assumed name of one 
Richard Hans Jones. He was a baker by 
trade, and was aged forty-eight when he 
died. It was his practice to perform fasts 
at places of public exhibition. He woul-l 
pledge himself to abstain from food for a 
period of many weeks, and he would dwell 
for the time concerned in a glass case 
sustained by no more nourishment than 
was afforded by draughts of sweetened 
water. For a fee the public was admitted 
throughout the fast, to behold and to 
admire the withered, fakir-like being 
smoking his incessant cigarettes and daily 
becoming more hideous to the eye. Sace> 
continued in this morbid, although luera- 
tive, practice for about a quarter of a 
century ; but he fasted once too often. 
He finished a fast of nearly eight weeks 
and immediately fell into ill-health, . to 
Which he succumbed. An inquest was 
held, and a witness gave an unpleasant 
account of the place in which Sacco per- 
formed his final feat, surrounded by caged 
beasts and birds. The Coroner said that 
Sacco had sought to- make money “in 
what most people would regard as a most 
revolting way.” He condemned that 
morbid taste which induces sightseers to 
visit the spectacle of a man starving him- 
self into. a low condition. “ If the authori- 
ties had power to do so.” he said, “' they 
ought to have intervened on the grounds 
of hygiene and sanitation.” It is one of 
the defects of the democratic system of 
government that abuses can proceed un- 
checked when they are so unusual that 
written law has not provided for

Little is heard in parliamentary circles 
just now of Mr. Thomas's speech upon 
unemployment, and members prefer not to 
discuss it seriously. It is assumed that 
the measures proposed by Mr. Thomas will 
be put into operation as soon as possible, 
though in some cases parliamentary sanc- 
tion will be necessary. Mr. Thomas at 
present appears to be one of the most 
unhappy members of the House of 
Commons; for he moves about with an 
anxious appearance, which is somewhat 
striking. He has taken deeply to heart, 
it is said, the unfavourable reception 
accorded to his proposals—more particu- 
larly by his Socialist friends—and it is 
noticed that in conversation he is inclined 
to a note which is not exactly optimistio 
in regard to the future. 


A Contrast. 


It is not a little interesting at the 
moment, in view of the Labour plans for 
unemployment, that the results of the 
Conservative schemes for the relief cf 
industry are having their effect. In 
South Wales there is a saving of four- 
pence halfpenny on every ton of coal and 
of about two shillings and sixpence on 
every ton of tinplate. In Leeds about 
two thousand five hundred concerns are 
benefiting by a saving in costs of two 
hundred and seventy two thousand pounds 
a year. In Birmingham the local indus- 
tries are now able to reduce their costs 
by some six hundred thousand pounds a 
year. The staple industry of Dundee— 
jute—is saving sixty thousand pounds a 
year, and in Glasgow five thousand four 
hundred industrial concerns are enjoying 
the benefit of rates relief. The industries 
affected by these reforms are said to 
cover no fewer than ten million British 
workers. 


Engineers’ Wages. 


A joint conference will be held next 
Thursday week between the Engineering 
and Allied Employers’ National Federa- 
tion and representatives of over . thirty 
trade unions to consider the situation 
connected with a demand, made early this 
year, for a wage increase of eight 
shillings a week for time-workers and a 
corresponding adjustment in piece-work 
rates. When the last conference was held 
in June it was adjourned for an indefinite 
period on the suggestion of the em- 
ployers, in view of the uncertain outlook 
in the engineering and allied industries. 
By the time when the next meeting takes 
place it is ho that various matters in 
which the industry is concerned will be 
clearer than when the conference was 
adjourned five months ago. 


The Coal Crisis. 


-In political circles there is a feeling 
that the coal situation is approaching a 
dangerous stage, and that, if the Govern- 
ment is not careful, there will be serious 
trouble in the coalfields.. The coal- 
owners have refused to reconsider the 
possibility of not cutting wages if the 
hours are reduced, and, this being the 
situation, the miners look to the Govern- 
ment to make good the deficiency. It is 


| understood that the Government is con- 


sidering whether it can assume this 
responsibility by the setting up of 
machinery to prevent a cut in wages. 
The miners are far from being satisfied 
with the outlook, however; for the pros- 
pect of a seven-hour day and a national 
wage agreement is fast receding into the 
distance. In the lobby this evening the 
outlook was regarded with gloom. - 


Commercial Motor Vehicles. 


A satisfactory feature in connection 
with the Commercial Motor Show which 
opened at Olympia to-day is the increased 
export trade in vehicles of this descrip- 
tion. Exports are still much below im- 
ports, but it is noteworthy that, for the 
first six months of this year, 4,930 com- 
mercial vehicles were exported, which 
compares with the total of 6,471 for the 
whole of last year. Of these exports 
962 went to the Irish Free State, com- 
pared with only 709 for the whole of 1928.

Prince Eugen. Schaumburg-Lippe, the 
second pliot of the German air liner, which 
crashed near Caterham, Surrey, on Wednos- 
day. died last night.

Prince EKugen, a _ relative of Princess 
Victoria of Schaumburg-Lippe, sister of the 
eXx-haiser, was taken to the home of a Cater- 
hain doctor. suffering from severe burns. His 
condition was critical, but he rallied slightly 
yesterday morning. He coilapsed suddenly, 
however, about seven o clock last night, and 
died within a few minutes.

It 
was in the same condition now as it was 
outside the Courthouse, Strabane, that day. 
The frout left mudguard was damaged, and 
he found the hair (produced! firmly eld in a 
crevice of the damaged wing. Witness also 
found that the rear mudguard was damaged. 
He looked into the back of the motor car; 
and saw a soft hat, a pair of boots, or shoes, 
and two large sacks. He then entered the 
barrack where the two men were sitting. The 
were both sober, but smelt strongly of alcohol. 

CONSTABLE’S EVIDENCE. 

Constable McCarthy, Smithfield Barracks, 
Belfast, stated that he was on street duty 
with special instructions on Monday, October 
21, at 9.45 p.m. At the corner of Gresham 
street he noticed a car coming from Royal 
avenue, The numberof the car was N.E. 5143. 
He jumped on the running board of the cat 
and he told the driver to drive on to Smith- 
eld Barrack. Witness told him that he was 
going to detain him on susp®cion, as it was 
alleged that he had knocked down a man on 
the DerryStrabane road and killed him. 
between three and four o'clock that evening. 
He said nothing, but drove on to the 
barracks. : 

Witness directed him, as he did not know 
the way. When he got to the barracks 
witness asked him-if he met with any 
accident on the road, and he answered: 
“None whatever.” He came out of the car 
and witness brought him round to the side of 
the car, and asked him to account for the two 
damaged mudguards, and he replied that ne 
could not account for them.

THE COMMISSION'S 
POSITION. 


SIR J. SIMON’S STATEMENT. 


Sir John Simon’s speeclr was listened 
to with rapt attention. Towards the end 
his voice sank to a hoarse whisper, and 
he asked for water. He pointed out that 
when his Commission was appointed 
members. made a rule that they had 
strictly observed—that none of them 
should take part in public discus- 
sion about India until their task 
was completed. In all matters they 
had been a united body, and they 
had come to the conclusion that he 
should intervene in the debate, not for 
the purpose of joining in any criticism, 
cross-examination or comment, but to 
make sure, here and in India, that the | 
reserve which the Commission imposed 
upon itself was in no way misconstrued. 

He called attention to the enormous re- 
sponsibility which rested on the shoulders 
of the Viceroy, and to the necessity for 
Parliament to act in the right spirit at 
this moment. The Commission; he added, 
is absolutely determined to do nothing 
which would be construed, or miscon- 
strued, as the presentation of an interim 
report. The Leader of the Opposition 
has explained what happened. It is 
enough for me to say that when, for the 
first time, the Commission was informed 
that the Government contemplated a state- 
ment on this subject, the Commission 
came to the conclusion that, having 
judicial duties to perform, they would not 
he associated with any such statement. 
This, I claim, was the right decision for 
them to come to. 

“I may as well make it quite plain 
that our function as a Commission cannot 
be either enlarged or diminished by any 
declaration or statement made by any- 
body whatever. (Cheers. )

I should have thoaght'that by this time, 
retorted Sir John, everybody would have 
known that it was impossible to provoke 
me on the subject of the Commission.

The Commission, he added, deplored the 
prospect that there should, be a parlia- 
mentary discussion on the subject. He 
did not think that their position was such 
as to require either heated championship 
or abject apology. I would most earnestly 
ask Parliament, he added warmly, to 
leave us to continue our work, undis- 
turbed by. parliamentary controversy. 
(Cheers.) After all, we have a very heavy 
piece of work to do, and we, at least, 
have found that two years of very intense 
labour is not at all too long for the pur- 
pose of assembling and daily ing material, 
and of preparing for Parliament such 
assistance as we can render. 

He paid a tribute to the loyalty of members 
of the Commission, and said that it was not 
his place to offer an assurance, or to issue a 
denouncement of the declaration. So far 
from thinking that the incidents of the last 
few days had rendered the work less im- 
portant, the Commission was confident that 
one outcome of it was to make everybody 
realise that the future constitutional progress 
of India was one of the most complicated, as 
well as most important, questions in the 
whole world. 

It was useless to pretend that these inci- 
dents had not, for the time being, added to 
their difficulties; but these things do not 
make the slightest difference in the deter- 
mination of the Commission, and of every 
member of it, to finish the task, and nothitig 
that had happened would deflect them from 
the completion of their duty or affect the 
character of their report, in the slightest. 


PREMIER’S APPEAL. 


THE MOTION WITHDRAWN. 


The Prime Minster said that he rose, rot

I have been trying to charge my 
memory, but I cannot remember that any- 
body ever suggested that the declaration 
raised a new policy, or efiected any change in 
the position taken up by this House of 
Commons before. 


DECLARATION NECESSARY. 

“Let the House remember that the declara- 
tion was required because since 1917 and after 
1919 propaganda had been started in India 
which as the Indian public to believe that 
we had departed from our policy. The de 
claration was necessary, according to the 
statement made, in order that a better at- 
mosphere and more confidence should be 
established pending a publication of the Com- 
mission’s report. e point is, is it expedient 
that the declaration should have been made 
now?

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STORY OF NAPOLEON 
‘THE SECOND. 
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e, Dublin, yesterday 
afternoon, Mr. Philip Guedalla delivered the 
| third of his ‘‘ Lady Ardilaun Foundation ”’ 
lectures on French History. Pursuing the 
subject of “‘ Might-Have-Beens of History,” 
he discussed Napoleon the Second. “ 

They had been travelling, Mr. Guedalla 
began, through what one might call the 
gaps in French history, and on the previous 
afternoon they had looked into the pathetic 

ap that separated King Louis the Sixteenth 
om King Louis the Eighteenth. They were 
now to Took into the next gap, that between 
1615, when the reign of Napoleon the First 
ended, and the year 1852, when the Empire 
was resumed under the reign of Napoleon the 
Third. That very title, “Napoleon the 
Third,” was one which in the year 1852 
worried the wise men of St. Petersburg and 
Vienna, who were particularly exasperated at 
the use of the numeral, There had been no 
Napoleon the Second, they said. The Bona- 
pe firmly held that there had been a 

apoleon the Second. He was not recognised 
w the Treaty enforced on France after 

aterloo, or by the Treaty of Vienna; but 
to all true Bonapartists there was a Napoleon 
the Second. That France also recognised 
‘that there was such a figure was 
borne out in despatches from the British 
Chargé d’Affaires, Lord Granville,’ who in 
January; 1852, mentioned that the French

the remains of the son of eon the First, 
a Tequest that was turned down on the 
grounds that the remains were. laid, appro- 
bay énough, beside those of his ‘nother. 
nite revived the Empire, which was called 
the Second Empire, and, curiously enough, 
that Empire was led by an Emperor who was 
the third of his name. The Empecor Napo- 
leon the Second had no Empire. 
Born in 1811, as an infant he was 
King of Rome and as a young man 
he was Napoleon the Second. By the time 
he was: three years of age his father’s Em- 
pire was in rough water and sinking, As it 
appeared, for good. There still was to come 
apoleon’s second reign—the “ Hundred 
Days ’’—when to the world it looked as if 
the shadow of Napoleon was again falling 
across Europe. That shadow was dispelled 
at Waterloo, and tlie second reign of Napo- 
leon went the way of the first. 


AN AUSTRIAN DUKE. 

The boy was then four years old, and he 
saw nothing of his father’s second reign, On 
the first fall his mother hurried off with 
him to safety amongst her husband's 
enemies ip Austrian territory. That was where 
the boy was when his father made his second 
attempt, went down at Waterloo, and from 
there reeled back to Paris, and then back 
to the little garden at. Malmaison, where he 
went fumbling about for the next three days, 
thinking ‘a lot about the woman Josephine, 
who had been his first wife; and finally 
blundering off to his surrender and to St. 
Helena. 

The boy was brought up in Austrian ways, 
but when his father died in 1821 in St. 
Helena the boy, in the faith of all true Bona- 
partists—though there were mighty few of 
them then—became Napoleon the Second. He 
lived on Austrian territory, mainly at Vienna, 
until 1832, when he died as the Austrian 
Duke of Reichstadt. That was his reign— 
not a very fateful one. He was the most 
helpless of the Pretenders that ever have 
been in history. He was a Prince who re- 
mained all his life a ‘‘Prince over the water.” 
Despite that he became a legend. 

There was little material from which one 
could study him. In prints and portraits 
they had pictures of him as the three-year-old 
Prince of the Empire, with thunderbolts in 
his hand and eagles in every corner of the 
pear. His birth probably occasioned more 
ad poetry than any event since the Deluge. 
Then came the collapse of 1814-15 and the 
slump in Bonapartism.. . For 
after Waterloo there was no Bonapartism in 
the sense of an actual political wp of men 
working for the restoration of the family. 
Bonapartism in the years after Waterloo did 
not mean democracy, peace and nationalism, 
which it assumed later; it meant returning 
Napoleon the First to the throne of France, 
and for that there was little enthusiasm in 
,those years. 3 

NO MOOD FOR WAR. 

There were too many empty sleeves, and 
too many women with empty homes in 
France, to welcome with any degree of 
enthusiasm the return of the French armies. 
Even if there were old soldiers ready to serve, 
the Marshals. and Generals, who were their 
natural leaders, had rallied to the restored 
Monarchy. 

The greatest obstacle to the creation of any 
Bonapartist spirit—in the sense’ that there 
was a Jacobite spirit in English, Scottish 
and Irish history—lay in the plain fact that 
there was no effective Pretender, The 
Bénapartist Pretender in the year 1816 was a 
little boy of five; and he -was learning 
German in Vienna, 

That effectively paralysed Bonapartigm in 
those years. France in the ten years after 
that war was in a profoundly peaceful mood— 
that mood which follows great and disastrous 
wars. The generation that knows war, if it 
has seen enough of it, Mr. Guedalla remarked, 
never wants another. Peace is never in 
danger until their sons and daughters come 
imto power. ‘That is why the burden is on 
us of the generation. that has seen war to 
make impossible the return of war. lí we 
do not do it, generations will come who know 
not war, but think it a rather entertaining 
thing which looks well in the history books 
and on the frescoes that adorn the walls oi 
public buildings. 

France was in that mood, he continued; 
but as those years wore away, there began to 
grow up a kind of Bonapartism—not the 
active Jacobite kind to bring back the 
Prince from over the seas, but a sentimental 
Bonapartism, as through the glamour of years 
people began to look back on the days of the 
impire. They were not spethindieste in- 
terested in bringing back Napoleon the 
Second. He stayed in Vienna. e died in 
1832, at a time when Bonapartism was 
beginning to grow out of sentimentalism into 
a movement that might drive a man to the 
throne of France. 


LEGEND AND TRUTH. 

The present-day generation had difficulty 
in ahalysing Napoleon the Second, because 
any clear historical vision was very largely 
obstructed by the modern legend that had 
been built up by the poet Rostand in his 
play, “L’Aiglon’’ Instead of the young 
Prince outlined by Rostand, declaiming his 
affection for France with all the glow of the 
movement that began to grow up in 1830, 
actually they would have found the youn 
man who kept his diary in German, in which 
he wrote that until late in life he had never 
laid eyes on any man who had fought in or 
by the side of his father. In the year 1830 
for the first time he met a. Napoleonic 
soldier—an old Italian officer who had served 
under the Emperor. The old man reminded 
him of his father’s supreme military genius and 


depends on you to become the guardian angel 
of your poor country.” The young man's 
reply was: “TI should be happy if Heaven 
had given me but a twentieth part. of my 
father’s abilities; I would devote them 
entirely to Austria and be very glad to serve 
her.” That was not the tone that the legend 
of ‘‘ L’Aiglon”’ would lead them to expect. 

There was little in writing to examine, 
but there were some reasonably well- 
authenticated conversations, In 1 there 
was a great chance for Pretenders; quite a 
number of thrones seemed to. have invisible 
notices “To Let.” The youth at Vienna 
was only then beginning to show some 
signs of interest in France. They found 
him ng his Austrian tutor whether 
life held for him any future. In some con- 
versations he spoke of his destiny being that 
of a Prince Agent of Austria, but would then 
go off at a tangent and talk about t. 
In one of these conversations they found him 
| prepared to renounce France because he was

“ARMED MEN’S MARCH. 
_— 


In the Northern House of Commons yes- 
terday, 

Sir Dawson Bates (Minister for Home 
Affairs), replying to Mr. Connellan (Nationa- 
list, Armagh), said that the Ancient Order 
of Hibernians’ Hall at Annaghugh, County 
Armagh, had been burned or otherwise 
injured in the past year. It was almost com- 
pletely burned in January, a few days before 
the date of opening. There was reason to 
believe that the fire was not accidental, and 
in April £170 was awarded at the Armagh 
Quarter Sessions to the representatives of the 
A.O.H. On October 135th the hall, which was 
being: rebuilt, was destroyed by explosives. 
Active police inquiries were being made, but 
up to the present no evidence had been 
secured which would enable any person to be 
made amenable. Since the destruction of the 
hall in January last the béas with the 
means at their disposal, took all precautions 
to prevent a recurrence of the incidents. Two 
claims for compensation had been lodged in 
connection with the recent outrage. 

Mr. Connellan, raising the matter on a 
motion for the adjournment, said that the 
reply of the Minister disclosed an appalling 
amount of ignorance or impotence in regar 
to this matter, and why it should be 
shrouded in mystery was a matter that could 
not be elucidated. This organisation was 
carrying on its work peacefully, and yet it 
was subjected to these outrages, and no one 
had been arrested. Not one of the persons 
who had marched with rifles warning people 
not to go near the danger zone had been 
identified. The area was not so big that 
polite should not be able to identify the 
offenders. It was an area where every town- 
land and every person was known to the 
police. 

Sir Dawson Bates said that he had no- 
thing to add to the answer that he had 
already given. Everything was blamed on 
the police, but the police could only do a 
certain amount, and persons should come 
forward and supply the authorities with 
evidence. He challenged Mr. Connellan to 
return to the neighbourhaod and produce 
evidence to support his statement, and submit 
it to the Attorney-General. 

Mr, Devlin said that his information’ was 
that armed men marched through the district 
and bombed the hall. They were paying 
almost a million pounds for police, including 
77,000 for special police, and they were not 
able to arrest one oí the thirty persons who 
hombed this hall. He was very suspicious 
that this hall was officially burned down. 
Offical burnings were formerly a common 
feature of their national life both North and 
South. If no one was made responsible for 
this outrage what guarantee was there that 
the same thing would not occur in every 
village: in Northern Ireland.

TRIAL OF AN ISSUE. 

R. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

gage ty ey O'Sullivan and others 
against Ellen Mangan and others, all of 
County Kerry, was set down for the trial 
of an issue in regard to liability to con- 
tribute towards the payment of a sum 
uarantéed to the Munster and Leinster 
Bank. The questions on the trial of the 
issue were (1) whether the defendants, or 
any of them, and if so, which of them, had 
a good defence to the action of the Munster 
and ‘Leinster Bank on the ground that the 
guarantee sued upon was signed upon a 
condition which was not fulfilled; and (2) 
in what (if any) proportion the defendants 

(if any) or any of them, and if so, which 
of them, were bound to contribute mter ae 
to the satisfaction of the claim of the 
plaintiffs. 

Mr. Poole and Mr. Newett (instructed by 
Mr. M. J. Byrne) appeared for the plaintiffs 
in the issue; and Mr. FitzGibbon, K.C., and 
Mr. Maurice Walker (instructed by Messrs. 
F. M. Fitt and Co.), for the defendants. 

The issue, seid Mr. Poole, had been 
directed by Mr. Justice O'Byrne by an order 
of the 27th July, 1928, in the course of an 
action which was brought by the Munster 
and Leinster Bank against a number of 
persons who were traders carrying on busi- 
ness in certain towns in North Kerry on 
foot of a guarantee which had been signed 
in February, 1923. The action was settled 
as between the Bank and some of the defend- 
ants by the payment of a lesser sum than the 
Bank claimed ,by way of compromise. Notice 
of motion was served in the action, on the 
part of the plaintiffs in the present issuc, for 
contribution, against their co-defendants in 
the Bank’s action, and on that a certain 
number of the defendants appeared, and for 
the first time raised a defence suggesting 
that the guarantee had been signed by them 
on a condition which was not fulfilled, and 
consequently that they had a good defence 
to the action by the Bank, an action in 
which, as a matter of fact, they never 
entered an appearance. They said that they 
were not liable for the sum claimed from 
them. That was the origin of the issue. 

In the action in which the Munster and 
Leinster Bank were the plaintifis there were 
twenty defendants altogether, and the claim 
was for £2,847 2s. 3d., due on foot of a 
contract ranteeing moneys due to the 
laintiffs by the Shannon Express Company. 

fore the plaintiffs in the issue paid £2,039 
in settlement of the Bank’s claim, which was 
accepted by the Bank, these four plaintiffs, 
David O'Sullivan, Thomas Fitzgerald, John 
McAuliffe, and Daniel Ryan, whe paid this 
money, had, when they were sued, issued 
this notice of contribution. When this notice 
came before Mr, Justice O’Byrne ten defend- 
ants appeared, saying that they had a 
defence to the BRank’s action, and Mr. Justice 
OtByrne said that there must be an issue 
between these four people and the ten de. 
fendants. 

Counsel mentioned that it occurred to | 
certain partics in North Kerry that if they 
had a boat of their own to carry traffic on 
the Lower Shannon they could have their 
traffic carried at lower rates, and save con- 
siderably on freight. The idea apparently 
took shape about the spring of 1921, 
and the Shannon Express Company was 
in contemplation. That company was incor- 
porated on the 8th December, 1921, with a 
nominal capital of £4,000. Further money 
was wanted, and advances were made by the 
bank. Trade was at an exceedingly low ebb 
in 1923. Eventually the boat was sold ‘sr 
what it would fetch—£1,000—and the com- 
pany was wound up. 

Evidence was given on both sides. 

The arguments had not concluded when 
the Court rose, and the further hearing was 
adjourned until next Tuesday.

A RECEIVER APPOINTED. 


In a case of John McCormack, Kilpatrick 
House, Monasterevan, against Myles Carey, 
Graneria, Upper Church. Thurles. 

Mr. Hooper (instructed by Messrs. Crowley, 
Bolger and Cusack) applied to have the 
plaintiff appointed receiver over. the rents 
and profits of part of the lands of Graneria. 
An order had been made appointing a re- 
ceiver by way of equitable execution, but 1 
was stated that Mr. Nicholas Maher, of 
Goold’s Cross, and Mr. J. W. Hughes, of 
Fethard, had refused to act. It was also 
stated that defendant had already interfered 
with the auction of the land, and counsel 
éaid that apparently the defendant had in- 
stituted something like a reign of terror in 
the place.

ACTION TO SET ASIDE AN 


AGREEMENT. 

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MERENITH.) 
An action brought by John O’B. Roddy, 
of Boyle, against John M. Conry (now de- 
ceased) and Martin D. Conry, of Ballyhaunis, 
was opened. The plaintiff sought, as mort- 
gagor, to have an agreement for the sale of 
property in Ballyhaunis set aside, alleging 
that John M. Conry had no power to ‘sell 
certain premises in that town to Martin D. 
Conry, his son, in November. 1921. 
Mr. Leonard, K.C.; Mr. Hughes, K.C., and 
Mr. O'Doherty (instructed by Mr. P. J. 
Callery) appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. 
Gavan Duffy, K.C.; Mr. Latere. K.C., and 
Mr. Binchy (instructed by Messrs. Sheridan 
and Kenny) for the defendants. 
_ Mr. Gavan Duffy raised a preliminary ob- 
jection that the parties to whom the pre- 
mises were ultimately sold, and the root to 
whose title was being attacked, were not 
before the Court, 
Mr. Leonard replied that the action was 
framed im such a way as vot to affect the 
title the people who had purchased frou 
the defendants, if it were decided to set aside 
the sale. The action, he said, had been im- 
stituted in November, 1926, with the object 
of having it declared that the conveyance of 
the property made by the father to his son 
was a fictitious and pretended transaction. 
The defence was that Mr. Conry was the 
owner of the property, and in exercise of that 
title had sold it for £2,000 to his son, wim 
accepted the conveyance, and made a deposit 
of money in respect of the transaction. 
Mr. Justice Meredith said that when the 
case was opened he would give his decision 
in regard to the preliminary objection raised 
by Mr. Duffy. 
Mr. Leonard explained that the original 
agreement in regard to this property was not 
forthcoming, as it was destroyed in the Fou: 
Courts, where it had been deposited. 
The plaintiff was examined, and gave ev). 
dence of the purchase of the premises from 
Mr Conry.

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THE ERNE FISHERY, 
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ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S FOSITION 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MAR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIEBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
URNAGHAN.) 
The hearing was resumed of the arguments 
in the case of Moore and others v, Attorney- 
General and others with regard to the posi 
tion of the Attorney-General in respect of the 
appeals listed for hearing from the judgment 
of Mr. Justice Johnston in favour of the 
plaintiffs in the action, declaring that the 
plaintiffs are entitled to the several fishery in 
the tidal waters of the River Erne from the 
falls of Asseroe to the bar of Ballyshannon 
under a Landed Fstates Court Conveyance of 
the 11th March. 1869, 
The appeal brought on behalf of the Attor. 
ney-General is confined to the question of 
costs as one of the defendants in the action; 
while the other defendants, described as “ the 
special defendants’’"—the local fishermen m 
the Ballyshannon area—are appealing from 
the entire judgment of Mr. Justice Johnston, 
claiming a declaration that they, as members 
of the general public, have an indefeasible 
right to fish in the portion of the River Erne 
mentioned.

GIRL KILLED IN 
- MOTOR ACCIDENT. 


DRIVER CONVICTED OF 
MANSLAUGHTER.

David Miller pleaded “ Not guilty” to 
au indictment charging him with causing the 
death of Mary ran in Grafton street, 
Dublin, on August 18 last. , 

Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., prosecuting for 
the State said that the case was one of 
those deplorable occutrences that were 
| all too common in this country: 
the girl was the result of 
negligence. on “the part of the accused man, 
who was driving a motor car in which both 
of them were seated. On the night before 
the occurrence the adcused man was at Egan’s 
Dance Hall. Between 4 and 5 o'clock the 
following morning he was driving the 
deal irl home in his car, He drove 
down Grafton street at a furious and reck- 
less pace, collided with an electric lamp 
standard, the car was overturned, and the 

irl was dead when admitted to Mercer's 
Hospital. There was nothing for Miller to 
avoid, and when questioned afterwards by 
the Guards he had no idea how the accident 
was to be accounted for. His own associates 
would tell them that he was sober, but had 
drink taken. 

A CRASH. 

Mark Gunning, giving evidence, said that 
on the morning in question he was returning 
from a dance at 4.30. He was with a man 
named Kenny, and when they got into South 
King street, after walking a little way, they 
heard a bang and a crash. They returned 
into Grafton street, and saw the car, which 
had passed from the direction of Harcourt 
street into Grafton street, lying on its side, 
the radiator facing into the sidepath, Both of 
them went to render ene a “airm 
the girl’s legs protruding in front o e 
car. y Mr. Miller got out and attended 
to the girl, who was lying on the door of 
the car, which had been wrenched off the 
hinges. When Miller had got out of. the 
car and went over to the girl he exclaimed: 
“I have killed my darling wife.” The girl 
was taken to Mercer’s Hospital. When he 
saw the car it was travelling about forty 
miles per hour. The roadway was dry and 
the lamps were lighting at the time. 

To Mr. O’Connor, K.C., who (instructed 
by Mr. Hermann Good, solicitor) defended, 
witness said that Mr. Miller gave every 
assistance possible. He did not say “ Í have 
killed my darling Ida’; he used the word 
“wife. 

Mr. Kenny, who was with the last witness, 
gave corroborative evidence. The car was 
travelling at a terrific speed before it turned 
over. 

SPEED OF THE CAR. 

James Malone, who was in the accused 
man’s car on the occasion of the accident, 
replying to Mr. O'Connor, said that the 
speed of the car at the top of Grafton street 
was not excessive. 

Guard 64B said that immediately before 
the crash he heard a scream, which sounded 
like a female voice. He heard a shout for 
help from a man in the car, and went to 
his assistance. He found the girl lying on 
the door of the car, which was on the ground 
under the car, suffering apparently from ex- 
tensive injuries, her head resting in a pool 
of blood. The accused man was perfectly 
sober, and assisted in taking the girl to 
hospital. The car was completely wrecked. 

Station Sergeant Sheridan, Pearse street, 


said that when the accused man was charged 


with the manslaughter of Miss Doran he 
replied that he was not driving fast or 
dangerously. Before the accident the plugs 
of the engine were not working very well. 

Miss Nancy Kavanagh, who was in the 
car on the morning in question, and who 
drove it for part of the way, said that the 
engine was not functioning properly. 

Dr. John Clery, House Surgeon, Mercer’s 
Hospital, said that the girl died a few 
moments after admission. The cause of death 
was shock and hemorrhage, following the 


injuries he described. 
ACCUSED MAN'S EVIDENCE. 

The accused man, giving evidence, said 
that he had a drink at the dance, but left 
the place quite sober. The car was not

GUARD'S EVIDENCE.

‘ A TRAGIC CASE,” SAYS 
JUSTICE. 

Detective Sergeant O'Neill charged James 
J. Martin, who had been an established post- 
man at the Phibsborough branch, with the 
illegal possession of £1 10s., a specially 
marked group of three 10s. notes which had 
been placed in a bulky letter on the route of 
the defendant for delivery on the morning of 
October ól. 

Mr. Justice, of the Secretary’s Depart- 
ment, General Pest Office, gave details of the 
manner in which he had made up the letter ; 
he had seen it posted in a pillar box in Lord 
Edward street, and he had also seen it taken 
away by a special collector. The letter was 
not duly Sakvened, and when Martin was 
asked about it he said that it had not come 
into his hands at all. Witness had him 
thoroughly searched by Detective Se:geant 
O'Neill, with the result that the three 
specially marked notes were found concea'ed. 
on his person. Then defendant said that he 
had been dabbling in betting, and could not 
resist stealing the letter because of its bulki- 
ness. 

Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, who appeared 
for the defendant, pleaded guilty, and said 
that to all intents and purposes that meant 
that his client was now a ruined man. He 
had been over thirty years in the employment 
of the Post Office. At the time of his down- 
fall he was in receipt of £3 8s. per week, and 
would be entitled to a pension when he 
retired soon, and in addition a handsome 
gratuity would also be his. He. was a married 
man, with six children, the youngest of whom 
was eight years of age. 

The Justice said that it was a tragic case 
that after such a useful life. without fault 
or complaint, this man should be so frail as 
to lose everything for a small sum which had 
come under his notice. In the circumstances 
he would impose a fine of 20s., with a week 
to pay.
